To  the  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  W allsend 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend  for  the  year  1963.  This  report  has  been 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular 
1  ^64  of  13th  January,  1964. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the  population 
was  49,600  compared  with  49,690  in  1962  and  49,785  at  the  Census 
of  1961.  The  Birth  Rate  (adjusted)  rose  slightly  from  17.1  per 
thousand  estimated  population  in  1962  to  17.8  in  1963.  The  Death 
Rate  (adjusted)  remained  about  the  same  —  15.4  per  thousand 
estimated  population  in  1963  compared  with  15.3  in  1962. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  26.9  per  thousand  live  births  in 
1963  was  almost  unchanged  from  the  hgure  of  27.0  for  1962:  the 
figure  remains  appreciably  higher  than  that  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  —  21.1.  In  previous  annual  reports  I  have 
commented  on  this  point  and  indicated  that  Wallsend’s  figure  is 
in  keeping  with  similar  industrial  areas.  Most  of  the  infant  deaths 
were  associated  with  congenital  defects  or  with  premature  births 
and  there  was  no  evidence  that  neglect  had  been  a  contributing 
factoi . 

There  was  very  little  infectious  disease  reported  during  1963- 
Measles,  as  usual,  accounted  for  the  largest  number  of  cases  (183). 
Once  again  there  was  little  change  in  the  incidence  of  new  Tubercu¬ 
losis,  47  cases  being  notified  compared  with  50  in  1962.  The  number 
of  known  infectious  cases  (i.e.  sputum  -  positive)  remained 
commendably  very  low,  only  two  for  the  quarter  ending  31st 
December. 

A  considerable  fall  in  the  number  of  babies  vaccinated  against 
Smallpox  was  due  to  a  change  of  age  for  vaccination  advised  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  From  early  in  1963,  the  age  preferred  for 
vaccination  was  changed  to  one  year  — •  previously  it  had  been 
two  to  three  months.  As  a  result,  almost  no  vaccinations  were 
carried  out  for  a  period  of  approximately  nine  months. 

For  yet  another  year  there  was  no  change  to  report  in  sewage 
disposal  —  all  sewage  continued  to  be  discharged  untreated  into 
the  River  Tyne. 

On  1st  July  1963,  Wallsend’s  Second  Smcke  Control  Area 
came  into  operation.  This  area,  adjoining  the  first  area,  meant 
that  the  whole  district  bounded  by  the  Coast  Road  on  the  North, 
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Churchill  Street  on  the  West,  Tynemouth  Road  on  the  South  and 
the  Tynemouth  Boundary  on  the  East  became  subject  to  Smoke 
Control  —  a  total  of  2814  houses  in  an  area  of  271  acres.  As  could 
be  expected,  some  people  have  found  difficulty  in  adapting  them¬ 
selves  to  the  new  conditions,  using  fuels  other  than  coal,  but  the 
general  response  has  been  good.  Many  residents  have  praised  the 
improved  cleanliness  of  the  air.  Unfortunately,  lack  of  additional 
supplies  of  smokeless  fuel  suitable  for  burning  in  open  fires  is 
likely  to  delay  further  progress  in  making  the  air  clean.  Owing  to 
the  increased  cost  of  providing  the  openable  stoves  required  for 
burning  the  hard  coke  which  is  the  only  smokeless  fuel  likely  to  be 
readily  available  in  the  forseeable  future,  the  extension  of  Smoke 
Control  areas  may  well  be  delayed. 

Good  housing  will  always  be  one  of  the  most  important 
features  in  the  health  of  a  community.  In  1963,  details  of  the  1961 
Census  became  available  and  some  of  the  figures  are  of  interest. 
Any  plan  for  ‘‘Slum  Clearance”  has  to  be  based  on  standards 
laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act  of  1957;  Wallsend  had  made  good 
progress  in  rehousing  before  the  war  and  as  a  result  it  was  possible 
to  complete  a  five-year  programme  of  “Slum  Clearance”  by  1960. 
Since  then,  there  have  been  only  individual  unfit  houses  falling 
below  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act. 

Many  people  consider  that  standards  of  fitness  for  houses 
should  be  revised  and  that  lack  of  such  amenities  as  a  hot  water 
system,  a  bath  and  inside  toilet  should  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion.  For  instance,  the  1961  Census  revealed  that  21.5%  of  houses 
(3,292)  were  without  a  hot  water  tap:  25.5%  (3,900)  houses  were 
without  a  fixed  bath.  Comparison  with  other  areas  is  of  interest :-

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  very  few  houses 
in  Wallsend  lacking  a  running  water  supply  or  a  water  closet  but 
that  many  houses  have  no  fixed  bath  and  no  hot  water  tap. 
Although  houses  may  be  structurally  sound,  they  cannot  be 
considered  to  be  adequate  for  the  standards  desired  by  the  average 
citizen  if  they  lack  fixed  baths  and  hot  water  systems. 

On  page  19  of  the  report  a  table  taken  from  the  1961  Census 
gives  details  of  the  age  distribution  of  Wallsend’s  population. 
These  figures  revealed  that  in  1961  a  total  of  4,589  men  and 
women  were  over  the  age  of  65,  i.e.  9.2%  of  the  population,  or 
nearly  one  in  every  ten.  For  many  years  now  it  has  been  realised 
that  we  have  to  expect  a  steady  increase  in  the  proportion  of  the 
population  of  pensionable  age:  it  is  very  important  that  these 
increasing  numbers  should  be  remembered  when  consideration  is 
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given  to  the  provision  of  home  help  services,  aged  persons  bungalows 
and  residential  and  hospital  accommodation  for  the  aged. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  J.  B.  Tilley,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  for  Northumberland,  for  giving  me  permis¬ 
sion  to  include  details  of  services  administered  by  the  County 
Council  in  Wallsend;  Mr.  S.  S.  McIntyre,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
their  help;  Mr.  W.  Morrison,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Health  Department, 
for  his  work  in  preparing  the  figures  for  this  report,  and  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  tjie  Sanitary  Committee  for  their 
encouragement  during  the  year.

SMOKE  FILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE 

APPARATUS. 


One  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department  Office 
in  July,  1954  and  another  in  a  first  floor  store-room  at  the  14- 
storey  block  of  maisonettes  at  Tarrington  Close,  Howdon,  in 
July,  1961.  This  is  in  Wallsend’s  fiist  smoke  control  aiea.  During 
each  period  of  24  hours  not  less  than  60  cubic  feet  of  air  from 
outside  the  building  is  drawn,  by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump, 
through  a  piece  of  white  filter  paper  and  then  through  two  bubbling 
tubes  containing  diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are 
trapped  on  the  filter  paper  and  form  a  stain  which  varies  according 
to  the  amount  of  tarry  matter  and  other  combustible  matter  in 
the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere. 


By  using  a  smoke  stain  reflectometer  and  conversion  tables 
the  weight  of  material  filtered  from  the  atmosphere  is  calculated- 
The  amount  is  expressed  in  microgrammes  of  smoke  particles  per 
cubic  metre  of  air  (28.349  grammes  =  1  ounce  :  1  microgramme  = 
1  millionth  of  a  gramme  :  1  cubic  metre  —  35.317  cubic  feet). 


Sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  reacts  with  the  hydrogen  peroxide 
to  form  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated 
daily  by  titration  with  standard  alkali.  From  this  the  amount 
of  sulphur  dioxide  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  of  air  is 
calculated.

ICE  CREAM. 

THE  ICE-CREAM  (  HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.)  REGULA¬ 
TIONS,  1959. 

These  regulations  which  came  into  force  on  the  27th  April, 
1959  consolidate  and  amend  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  Etc.) 
Regulations,  1947  to  1952.  The  main  amendments  are  to  permit 
a  sterilization  process  as  an  alternative  to  pasteurization  and  to 
exempt  from  the  requirement  as  to  pasteurization  or  sterilization 
certain  types  of  water  ices  and  ice  lollies,  which  are  sufficiently 
acid  to  make  such  treatment  unnecessary.  The  latter  have  a  pH 
value  of  4.5  or  less  and  there  is  little  danger  that  pathogenic 
organisms  will  multiply  in  mixtures  as  acid  as  this.  The  appendix 
to  circular  8/59  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  sent  with  the  regulations 
deals  with  the  bacteriological  examination  of  ice-cream. 

THE  ICE-CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.)  (AMEND¬ 
MENT)  REGULATIONS  1963. 

These  regulations  which  came  into  force  on  18th  June  1963, 
may  also  be  cited  together  as  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.) 
Regulations  1959  and  1963. 

These  regulations  amend  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment, 
etc.)  Regulations  1959  to  allow  the  addition  of  sugar  to  sterilized  or 
pasteurised  mixtures  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream. 

During  the  year  9  samples  of  ice-cieam  were  submitted  to 
the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  mentioned  in  the  appendix. 
8  of  these  were  in  Grade  1  and  1  in  Grade  3. 

THE  FOOD  STANDARDS  (ICE-CREAM)  REGULATIONS, 
1959. 

These  regulations  came  into  force  on  the  27th  April,  1959 
and  replace  the  Food  Standards  (Ice-Cream)  Order,  1953.  They 
prescribe  amended  standards  of  composition  for  ice-cream  and 
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'‘Parev”  (kosher)  ice  and  introduce  separate  standards  of  composi¬ 
tion  for  dairy  ice-cream  and  milk  ice.  Alternative  standards  are 
prescribed  for  certain  descriptions  of  ice-cream  containing  fruit, 
fruit  pulp  or  fruit  puree.  Ice-Cream  must  contain  not  less  than 
5  per  cent  fat  and  1\  per  cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  Dairy 
ice-cream  must  contain  5  per  cent  milk  fat  and  no  other  fat  and 
not  less  than  1\  per  cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  Milk  ice 
must  contain  not  less  than  2\  per  cent  milk  fat  and  no  other  fat 
and  not  less  than  7  per  cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat. 

During  the  year  4  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  and  all  conformed  to  the  required  standards.
